NOTE: Polymers of lactic acid and alvcolic acid are water-soluble: at the worst thev are soarinalv soluble. Claims 1-14 
are directed to a product/composition and not to a process of making the composition/product and the declaration 
identifies a different process of preparing the product Similarly, the argument presented centers on the process of 
making the hydrogel and claims 1-14 are directed to a product/composition and the instant claims do not exclude 
hydrolysable bonds consisting of two interpenetrating networks. Secondly, the disclosure by Hennink that (poly) glycolic 
acid and/or (poly) lactic acid spacers are incorporated between methacrylate groups and dextran does not specifically 
exclude chiral polymers. Hennink's polymers encompass both isomers since no specific isomer is stated. Thus Hennink 
does not exclude oligomers that are formed from the d- and l-monomers. Lactide or glycolide is introduced between 
polymerizable methacrylate groups in the Hennink prior art. Since lactides and glycolides are water-soluble, the prior art 
does not have to specifically state that the lactides and glycolides are water-soluble . (See 37 CFR 1,116 and 41.33(a)).
